Responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated September 10, 2002, Applicants elect, 
albeit with traverse, Group I, Claims 23, 26, 28, 29, and 31 for further prosecution at this time. 

REMARKS 

The Examiner has required restriction in the above-identified application as follows: 
Group I: Claims 23 , 26, 28, 29 and 3 1 , drawn to a method of recovering metals and 
minerals from sea water by using a sponge that harbors bacteria capable of 
concentrating said metals or minerals, classified in class 435, subclasses 
325 and 243. 

Group II: Claims 24 and 30, drawn to a method of recovering metals and 

minerals from sea water by using a sponge that harbors a transgenic 
bacteria capable of concentrating said metals or minerals, classified 
in class 435, subclasses 325 and 252.3.
